The nightly news pro- 
gramme opened with a 15-minute 
eulogy on the puritanical Com- 
munist who was President Leonid 
Brezhnev's right-hand man. 

The funeral arrangements were 
the most elaborate for many years, 
overshadowing the farmore.rood- 
est treatment of former Prime 
Minister Alexei Kosygin after his 
death in 2 9S0. 

The state honours for Mr. Sus- 
lov made clear how keenly his 
death had been felt by the Kremlin 
leadership, of which he had been a 
member for 35 years. 

An obituary signed by Mr. Bre- 
zhnev called him a man who had 
been able to find solutions to the 
most complex political questions. 

Although little known outside 
the Soviet bloc, the gaunt and for- 
bidding politburo member wie- 
lded enormous power behind the 
scenes and was recognised as sec- 
ond only to Mr. Brezhnev himself. 

A rigid hardliner who spelled 
out Soviet ideology and tolerated 
no questioning of its principles, 
Mr. Suslov went to Hungary to 
pull the party together after ihe 
1956 uprising. He tried to do the 
same in Poland last year. 

Western diplomats said there 
were unlikely to be any immediate 
changes in Soviet policies fol- 
lowing his death. 

But they said the absence of his 
influence over leadership dec- 
isions could become noticeable in 
the longer term.

U.S. Congress

WASHINGTON, Jan. 27 (Agen- 
cies) — U.S. House of Rep- 
resentatives Foreign Affairs 
Committee, after hearing poim- 
by-point responses to questions 
about the extradition of Ziad Abu

Mr. Abu ‘Ein a Palestinian 
youth who w’as charged by Israel 
whh placing a time bomb in a 
market place with the intent to kill 
. civilians, was turned over to Israeli 
authorities for extradition from 
the United States on Dec. 12. 
1981. 

The resolution of inquiry, which 
had been introduced before Mr. 
Abu 'Ein was extradited, called 
upon the secretary of state to fur- 
nish "full and complete inf- 
ormation" on the case. 

Morris Draper, deputy assistant 
secretary of State for Near East 
and South Asia affairs, and Daniel 
W. McGovern, deputy legal adv- 
iser for the State Department 
appeared before the committee on 
Jan. 26 to respond to the questions 
and submit substantiating doc- 
uments to the committee. 

One of the principal questions 
was whether Mr. Abu 'Ein’s act- 
ions were "criminal" or ''pol- 
itical.** 

In responding to this. Mr. Dra- 
per told the committee, “we have 
always seen the case as one inv- 
olving criminal, not political, acts, 
and as a matter for the courts to 
determine on the basis of law and 
due process.” 

Noting that the Slate Dep- 
artment was aware of the concerns 
that the case has provoked in ihe 
Middle East. Mr. Draper said, 
"we. therefore, sought to assure 
the interested governments that 
we were acting exclusively to mai- 
ntain our (extradition) treaty obl- 
igations (with Israel) and to up- 
;hold American law.”

TEL AVIV, Jan. 27 (Agencies) — 
U.S. Secretary of State Alexander 
Haig today presented American 
ideas for advancing the long- 
stalled Palestinian "autonomy" 
negotiations. Israeli Interior Min- 
ister Yosef Burg said. 

Mr. Haig flew in from Geneva 
for meetings with Israeli Prime 
Minister Menachem Begin. For- 
eign Minister Yitzhak Shamir and 
Mr. Burg. Israel s chief autonomy 
negotiator. He travels to Egypt 
tomorrow for talks with President 
Hosni Mubarak and Egypt's neg- 
otiators on rhe Palestinian issue. 

"The Americans have pre- 
sented some ideas for bridging the 
gaps." Mr. Burg told reporters 
after a session with Mr. Haig. 
Asked if the ideas seemed pro- 
mising. Mr. Burg replied "part 
yes. part no." 

Another Israeli official, briefing 
reporters, left the impression that 
Mr. Haig had not made a full pro- 
posal to bridge the wide gaps bet- 
ween the Israeli and Egyptian pos- 
itions. but rather had con- 
centrated on the makeup and fun- 
ctions of the self-governing aut- 
hority that is to be created for the 
occupied West Bank and Gaza 
Strip. 

The Israeli official, who dec- 
lined to be identified, also said Mr. 
Haig and Mr. Shamir had dis- 
cussed the U.S.-led peacekeeping 
force that is to police the Sinai 
Peninsula after Israel withdraws in 
April and Egyptian rule is res- 
tored. 

Washington is mediating a dis- 
pute between Israel and the tour 
European countries — Britain, 
France. Italy and the Netherlands 
— over the terms on which they 
will join the force. 

The Europeans have issued sta- 
tements linking their participation 
to progress on the Palestinian 
issue and suggesting that the Pal- 
estine Liberation Organisation 


(PLOl must be associated with 
peace negotiations in the Middle 
East. Israel insists that the Eur- 
opeans should join only under the 
terms of the Israel- Egypt Camp 
David treaty, which requires a 
peacekeeping force in Sinai. 

Mr. Haig told Mr. Shamir that a 
"process of clarification was 
going on. the Israeli official said. 

Mr. Haig said on arrival at 
Bcn-Gurion Airport that he 
would be discussing in Israel and 
Egypt "our assessment of the aut- 
onomy process as it now stands, 
and to do all we can to move this 
process forward, of course without 
deadlines." 

U.S. officials, however, stressed 
that Mr. Haig was not bringing a 
"magic formula" for a solution ro 
the autonomy negotiations. 

Mr. Shamir said last night that 
Israel had proposed autonomy for 
the Palestinians of the West Bank 
and the Ga/a Strip so that it would 
not have to leave the occupied ter- 
ritories. 

"Autonomy does not mean 
sovereignty and autonomy for the 
Arab inhabitants of Judea, Sam- 
aria and Gaza does not mean a 
Palestinian Arab state," he told a 
commercial club.

BAHRAIN. Jan. 27 (R) — Six 
Gulf states agreed today to set up 
a S3 billion investment company 
as their oil ministers arranged to 
meet on Sunday to coordinate pri- 
ces and production.

Cooperation Council (GCC) dec- 
ided in the Saudi capital of Riyadh 
to set up a Gulf investment cor- 
poration with initial capital of S3 
billion, the Qatar news agency 
said. 

They also formed five expert 
committees to work out details of 
implementing a wide-ranging 
economic agreement— along the 
lines of the European Common 
Market— that was ratified by their 


heads of state last November. 

Saudi Finance Minister Moh- 
ammad Abal Khail said the min- 
isters would meet again in June to 
endorse the final form of the eco- 
nomic agreement, the Saudi Press 
Agency said. 

A council spokesman in Riyadh 
also announced that oil ministers 
of the six— Saudi Arabia, Kuwait. 
Oman, Bahrain. Qatar and the 
United Arab Emirares— would 
meet on Sunday, their first 
gathering since the group was 
formed last May. 

The six Arab Gulf states derive 
virtually all their income of over 
$400 million a day from oil and 
produce about 11.5 million 
, barrels per day— half the output of 
OPEC, the Organisation of Pet- 


roleum Exporting Countries.

Kuwaiti Defence Minister 
Salem AJ Sabah said on his return 
from the defence meeting that it 
approved proposals of a military 
team which visited Oman and con- 
sidered possible defence help for 
the Sultanate. 

Council Secretary-General 
Abdullah Bishara said earlier this 
month that the oil ministers would 
formulate a joint policy on prices 
and production that would ensure 
an uninterrupted flow of Gulf 
crude to world markets. 


UAE reportedly urges ties with East 


ABU DHABI. Jan. 27 tR) — The United Arab 
Emirates (UAE) has urged Hungary to improve 
economic ties between the two countries as a first 
move towards establishing diplomatic relations, a 
Hungarian government minister said today. 

Deputy Foreign Minister Robert Garai said he 
was told this during talks he had today whh the 
UAE minister of state for foreign affairs. Rashid 
Abdullah AJ Nua mi. 

The UAE. like other Gulf states, whh the exc- 


eption of Kuwait, has no diplomatic relations with 
the Soviet Union or its East European allies. 

Mr. Garai told reporters he had received an enc- 
ouraging promise to consider a Hungarian request 
to establish a trade centre with the UAE. 

The Bulgarian foreign trade minister. Christo 
Christov. has already said his country would set up 
a trade centre in the emirates. 

An East German trade mission is at present vis- 
iting Abu Dhabi for talks on economic relations. 


Koivisto pledges to preserve Finnish neutrality 


HELSINKI, Jan. 27 (R) — Social 
Democrat Mauno Koivisto took 
over the Furnish presidency today 
and pledged to continue the policy 
of neutrality and friendship with 
the neighbouring Soviet Union. 

Mr. Koivisto. 58, succeeded Dr. 
Urho Kekkonen. SI, who res- 
igned on health grounds in Oct- 
ober after leading the country, 
since 1956. 

In his inaugural speech to par- 
liament rhe new president put 
major emphasis on relations with 
the Soviet Union, with which Fin- 
land shares a 1.300-km border. 

The Finnish president has swe- 
eping constitutional powers, 'inc- 
luding control over foreign policy, 
and Mr. Koivisto told parliament: 
‘•For my part, I shall do everything 
in my power to ensure that the

international esteem' and trust 
accorded our active peace- 
oriented policy of neutrality are 
preserved and strengthened.” 
have promised the new president 
their support on major issues, par- 


ticularly in foreign policy, on the 
understanding that he will mai- 
ntain the tradition of standing 
aloof from party politics. He has 
already withdrawn from mem- 
bership of the Social Democratic 
Party. 

Mr. Koivisto received the for- 
mal resignation today of the maj- 
ority coalition government of Soc- 
ial Democrats. Centrists. Com-, 
munists and Swedish People's 
Representatives. But he will ask 
rhe government to stay in office 
pending talks on forming a new 
administration. 

The president has said he fav- 
ours retention of the present coa- 
lition but a reshuffle of the cabinet 
is inevitable as Mr. Koivisto now 
surrenders his post as prime min- 
ister.

The three Australian parliamentarians also met with World Affairs Council 
President Abdul Salam Majali and two other council members for discussions 
on current Middle East developments. 

The three also held talks on agricultural cooperation with Agriculrure 
Minister Marwan Dudin. 


Studies proceed on JD 500m 
Euphrates water line project 

AMMAN, Jan. 27 (J.T .) — Tenders will be issued in the near future 
for construction work in a project to pump water from the Euphrates 
River in Iraq to be used In the northern and central parts of Jordan. 

Technical and cost studies are currently under way on the project, 
which win include the installation of 750 kilometres of pipes, at an 
estimated cost of JD 500 million, to pump 160 million cubic metres of 
water. 

The system will supply the northern and the central regions, which 
suffer from shortages of water due to the implementation of local 
development plans, particularly in agriculture.

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Prince Hasson urges 
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in peace, 
through prosperity 
and human dignity 






The following is the text of a speech , 
entitled The Basic Tenets of Jordan 9 s 
Development Strategy , which His 
Royal Highness Crown Prince Hassan 
delivered on Jan. 18 at a conference in 
London on the Kingdom's five-year 
development plan . 


THE PAST year of 1981 may be 
marked in Jordan’s history as the 
year of bQfiom. In that year, our 
Gross National Product exceeded 
the JD 1 billion marie; so did the 
comprehensive government bud- 
get, as -well as money supply in its 
expanded Mi definition. Such 
figures are staggering as fin- as 
Jordan is concerned and should be 
eyed with keen interest not only in 

♦hwir iMwrimal ] hnt nr dtiml c apacity 

as well .They signify a tra- 
nsformation; a movement into die 
large-scale frontiers, with then- 
worries, marginal sensitivities and 
trade-offs. Such relative size was 
achieved following the imp- 
lementation of the first Five-year 
plan (1976-80). and the imp- 
lementation of the first year of the 
on-going five-year Development 
Plan (1981 -85), which in itself is a 
set of large figures and sums. 

When we talk of size in Jordan, 
we specifically refer to it in the* 
inter-temporal sense. Less than a 
decade ago we drafted a three year 
plan, (1973-75), whose total all- 
ocations barely reached J D 18 0 
million, or an average of JIT 60 
million per year. The animal all- 
ocations for the current {dan are 
25 times as much as the total exp- 
enditure of the 1973-75 plan. Our 
money supply, with tune and sav- 
ings deposits included, is almost 
nine times as much. Th& question 
that imposes itself is: Are we gro- 
wing too fiat for our own good? 

Although the question is pre- 
sented in crude terms, its down- 
to-earthness touches sensitive 
ground.. There are people in Jor- 
dan who are completely stupefied 
by what is going on around them. 
They raise other crude questions: 
Is it all necessary? Are we. ove- 
rtaxing our resources and those of 
our future generations? To all 
these questions, I answer: There is 
no need to fear, but we must be very 
careful. 

The basic parametres that we 
have to reckon with dictate such a 
growth path. This, however, sho- 
uld in no way lead us to believe 
that the development process 
going on in Jordan is totally aut- 
onomous; it is in great part an ind- 
uced one. It derives its momentum 
from the aid and assistance we 
receive and solicit from our fellow 
Arabs and our friends overseas. 
Yet foreign donations must be 
absorbed and digested by an eff- 
icient institutional mechanism. 
We have been fortunate enough to 
have both an indigenous human 
capability as well as the benefit of 
generous aid. 

The future of growth in Jordan 
requires standing up to certain 
challenges. Paramount among 
these are: the geopolitical factor, 
the socio-economic balance, our 
political economic philosophy, 
and external relations. 

The geopolitical factor 

JORDAN ISatuatedinthemidst 
of one of the “hottest” zones in 
the world. The Middle East is still 
a CEossroads for three continents, 
andwiththe advent Of oil, the area 
has becomeeven more vital to the 
interests of world groups and 
powers. Such an expgenuous fac- 
' tor often affects Jordan’s ebooomy 
in a sporadic- and .discontinuous 
fashion. The ware in Palestine and 
Lebanonand instability m the reg- 
ion have, taken their toll on our 
resouroes^weQa&onthe smooth 
contfaofty'ofaur development 
effort, thereby forcing us to adopt 
precautionary and contingent act- 
ions that can be very costly. - 

Within Jordan, the population 
pararhetres frustrate economic 
planning. With a high birth Tate of 
4.7; per e eat, about ba$f of our 
popuhtkm is 15 years of age or 
below. Consequently; each 
bread-whiner m' Jordan has -to 

. Drodura smd earn mi. hmrmm suf- 


ficient to feed five persons inc- 
luding himself. 

Yet, the factor which merits 
special attention is the geopolitical 
distribution of population. Acc- 
ording to the census tabulations of 
1 979, more than 50 per cent of the 
population ’live in the Greater 
Amman region, and only 10 per 
cent live in agricultural areas. 
Such an uneven distribution has 
not resulted from the forces of 
urbanisation within the system 
alone, as is usually the case in 
. many countries. The wars of 1948 
and 1967. resulted in mass mig- 
ratory waves, which found better 
refuge in cities where emp- 
loyment, food and shelter are 
more tenable. Once settled, the 
majority of refugees and displaced 
persons stayed in their camps wit- 
hin cities and created a modus 
operand I that will remain affixed 
as long as the Palestinian issue is 
unresolved. 

Another geopolitical aspect 
which merits attention is the dis- 
tribution of our natural end- 
. owments. According to our eco- 
nomic geopolitical maps, most of 
Jordan’s natural resources fall 
within shooting distance from the 
ceasefire lines with Israel. The fer- 
tile Jordan Valley strip extends 
along borders with Israel, or dose 
to the occupied West Bank. The 
ducts carrying potash water from 
the Dead Sea run parallel to those 
of IsraeFs Potash project ducts — 
sometimes at the alarming pro- 
ximity of 200 metres. Aqaba, Jor- 
dan’s sole water gateway, can be 
dosely watched by the Israeli for- 
tifications in Eilat. Most critical, 
however, are the Yarmonk River 
waters which flow along our bor- 
ders with Israel. It is those waters 
which substantiate the for- 
thcoming Maqarin Dam intended- 
to supply Jordan with 360 million 
cubic metres of water annually. 
Despite all these hazards, our 
development momentum has not 
slackened. 

Under the circumstances, we 
adopted a bold strategy based on 
the following set of axioms. First, 
it is our intention to build an eco- 
nomy that comes as close as can be 
to self-reliance which would ena- 
ble us to become least vulnerable 
to external shocks. It is our une- 
quivocal belief that a solid internal 
economy is the better alternative 
to withstand the winds of change. 
The economic arm of internal 
strength is also reinforced by the 
existing stability and order which 
we enjoy in Jordan. 

Second, we must bet on peace in 
the area and “wage” it, to quote 
President Eisenhower. We believe 
that Jordan is a crucial element in 
the peace process and we have 
oome to the stage where we con- 
duct our economic affairs in ali- 
gnment with a full belief in peace 
that can secure justice and a las- 
ting solution to the Middle East 
problem. The core of such a sol- 
ution is allowing the Palestinians 
to determine their own future on 
their Palestinian sofl. We are det- 
ermined to utilize our resources, 
wherever they may lie. in order to 
leave our future generations with 
an inheritance they can build on 
and be proud of. 

Third, we have reached the con- 
clusion that the externalities that 
have been bestowed on ns by the 
existing oil wealth in the nei- 
ghbouring countries will not last 
forever. We take the time con- 
straint very seriously because it 
helps us afford a “big-push” app- 
roach that would allow the bui- 
lding of our infrastructural pro- 
jects and strike a better socio- 
economic balance. 

• Fourth, we have incorporated 
■‘regional planning as an integral 
. part of our development process, 
the- Kingdom has been divided 
into a number of .geo-economic 
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develop each has either been for- 
mulated and put to the test or is 
still in the designer’s hands. Alt- 
hough it is premature to ass ess this 
experience, the Jordan V alle y is 
an exception. 

I have personally tended this 
experiment, which thus far has 
■ been heartwarming. Water spr- 
inklers in that fertile lot, green 
houses, orange groves and con- 
voys of transport trucks crossing 
southward to the Gulf are an eye- 
witness to its success. The network 
of supporting services is almost 
complete in the northern and 
middle parts; and the southern 
part has just begun to enjoy sim- 
ilar attention. Although the pop- 
ulation redistribution effect of the 
Jordan Valley development has 
not been fully realised, we are rea- 
ssured that in time, and with the 
introduction of certain agr- 
icultural industries, the dem- 
ographic constraint will ease off. 

Socio-economic balance 

RAPID GROWTH bears the 
seeds of imbalance within the sys- 
tem, which takes varying forms 
and shapes. The most outstanding 
is inflation with its re-distributive 
ill effects, which reveal themselves 
in the concentration of income 
and wealth, the emphasis on sbo- 
rtrun and myopic gains, and nat- 
urally the mis-allocation of res- 
ources. Since Jordan relies heavily 
on indirect taxes as a source of 
budget revenue, the automatic' 
stabilisation effects of direct tax- 
ation are minimal. Monetary pol- 
icy has revealed in recent years' a 
more biting ability against inf- 
lation. but it still must cater for the 
financial needs of development. 

However, domestic economic 
policies have a limited effect in 
combatting inflationary pressures, 
if such pressures emanate from 
externa] influences. Thus, we had 
to adopt a scheme which would 
enhance production within the 
existing international inflationary 
environment. We tried to redirect 
our investments into a com- 
bination of social overhead capital 
.projects and directly productive 
ventures. We opened venues for 
our external sources, particularly 
remittances of Jordanians abroad, 
to end eventually where we would 
like them to be, without exa- 
ggerating their initial inflationary 
impact. The excess liquidity within 
the system was partially tunneled 
though appropriate channels that 
have been institutionalised on 
proper and secure bases. 

Despite signs of disequilibrium 
which appear in the process of 
development, our performance as 
measured by overall qualitative, 
and quantitative indicators is very 
encouraging. A cursory look at the 
tables of development indicators 
puts Jordan near the top of the list 
of developing countries. Our per 
capita income for 1980 was aro- 
und $1,700: the electrification of 
rural areas is widespread: our rate 
of illiteracy is declining very fast; 
the number of doctors is one per 
900 citizens and our average cal- 
orie intake is about double the int- 
ernationally acceptable minimum 
of 2,000. All of these indicators 
prove beyond doubt that on ave- 
rage we live comfortably in Jor- 
dan. 

On the other hand, we must not 
be victimised by global measures. 
Overall statistical indicators can 
be tyrannical in the sense that they 
conceal more than they reveal. We 
have to admit that we feel rather 
dissatisfied with the lack of suf- 
ficient international funds geared 
towards financing social projects. 

Social development in Jordan is 
the twin of economic dev- 
elopment, and we consider the 
parallel and interdependent 
growth of the two sectors as a nec- 
essary aspect of our growth. Oth- 
erwise, skepticism of the whole 
effort would prevail, and the 
under-privileged groups would 
deny us their active participation. 


Political economic philosophy 

OUR POLITICAL economic 
philosophy is quite simple and str- 
aightforward. We adopt free ent- 
erprise as a basis for economic 
growth. Culturally and tra- 
.... « .. ' " ‘'in. 


concentration of power, doubtful 
transactions and unconstitutional 
acts. The size of the Jordanian 
economy does not allow unduly 
large operations to permeate our 
economic system. Yet, it is our bel- 
ief that the entrepreneurial spirit 
should be encouraged and ble- 
ssed. and those who take socially 
acceptable risks must be rew- 
arded. 

Another tenet that we cling to is 
that the human resource is the 
most valuable of all factors of pro- 
duction. Man as such is the centre 
of our interest, and the fruits of 
growth must be allocated to meet 
his needs and desires as much as 
possible. From our experience, 
man has been the factor res- 
ponsible for our high economic 
achievement. Jordan's manpower 
has been our means of growth in a 
country whose natural resources 
have been meagre. 

In addition, we believe that 
government should actively par- 
ticipate in the development effort. 
Yet we confine its role within the 
range of activities that are usually 
under government control in the 
free world. However, owing to the 
high risks involved in certain pro- 
jects or to the refrainment of the 
private sector from investing in 
them, the government enters into 
such ventures as a partner to the 
private sector. In most cases, gov- 
ernment equity participation has 
been a response to urgent requests 
by the private sector. 

In a nutshell and with regard to 
the form of participation in inv- 
estments and development, I 
would like to say that there are no 
■ longer any rigidities or constraints 
against private, in favour of public 
investment: nor against bilateral 
in favouT of multilateral inv- 
estment The need and desire for * 
development is far more imp- 
ortant than any narrow biases. 
Because we do not strictly sub- 
scribe to a given doctrine, we have 
been empirical and pragmatic. In 
the dynamic world we live in. sta- 
tic doctrines can prove to be ser- 
iously detrimental factors. 

• The current stage in Jordan's 
economic development deserves 
special emphasis on the pro- 
duction of commodities rather 
than services. This adherence is 
warranted by the relative size of 
services which constitute more 
than 60 per cent of our Gross 
Domestic proud a. The produc- 
tion of goods is emphasised as a 
means for better distribution and 
as an avenue of decreasing the 
economy's reliance on commodity 
imports. Food insecurity, for ins- 
tance. has developed into a big 
worry that we seek to eliminate by 
giving ample support to the dra- 
gging agricultural sector. The per- 
formance in the raining and man- 
ufacturing sector over the last 
years bears the promise of eco- 
nomic dive rsif action, particularly 
when major phosphate, potash, 
cement, glass, wood and oil ref- 
ining industries run at full cap- 
acity. 

External relations 

ON BALANCE, our int- 
ernational economic relations are 
on the positive end, built in a rat- 
ional and stable manner which ref- 
lects our moderate political sta- 
nce. our industrious manpower 
and the understanding of our fri- 
ends. 

While the Rabat Arab summit 
conference of 1974. to which we 
subscribe, made the Palestine 
Liberation Organisation (PLO) 
the sole and legitimate rep- 
resentative of the Palestinian peo- 
ple, we in Jordan still foot a large 
amount of the West Bank's bill. 
The balance of the trade deficit of 
the West Bank and the Gaza Strip 
is basically financed from their 
exports to, and through, Jordan. 


We have made every possible eff- 
ort to keep the economy of the 
West Bank viable and capable of 
affording a decent livelihood for 
our people there. Such a policy is 
not only based on philanthropic 
grounds, but it is strategically 
aimed at strengthening the att- 
achment of the people of the occ- 
upied territories to their land and 
thereby thwarting Israel's agg- 
ressive attempts to evacuate the 
occupied lands. In addition, the 
occupation itself is a constant thr- 
eat hanging over our heads. To 
meet it, we must divert a sizeable 
amount of our resources for def- 
ence purposes. 

Jordan is an integral part of the 
Arab World. We have been party 
to every inter-Arab agreement 
that has been ratified by all the 
Arab countries or by some of 
them. We always honour and fulfil 
whatever financial obligations are 
assinged to us. and records show 
that we have never been del- 
inquent in paying our dues. ■ 

In most cases, rich Arab cou- 
ntries have been responsive to our 
financial requirements. Yet this 
does not leave us on the receiving 
end, for we have contributed in 
human wealth to the development 
of these countries. It is estimated 
that 50 per cent of our best trained 
labour force is actively par- 
ticipating in the development of 
member states of the Organisation 
of Arab Petroleum Exporting 
Countries (OAPEC). 

Strategically, we cannot con- 
duct an analysis of our relations 
with the Arab World on a basis of 
strict accounting. We are linked 

S. Ghor hirings 
of Egyptians 
2,500 in ’81 

KARAK. Jan. 27 (J.T.) — Karak 
Labour Director Salim Al 
Ma'aytah has said that 2.597 Egy- 
ptian workers were employed in 
the southern Ghor last year, add- 
ition to 299 workers from Turkey, 
271 from India, 55 from Sudan, 48 
from Pakistan. 43 from Britain. 24 
from Germany. 230 from Syria 
and 17 from Italy. 

He added that there are 224 
establishments, with 5.863 emp- 
loyees. operating in Karak Gov- 
emorate. He explained that lab- 
our inspectors made about 330 
visits, and endorsed 24 work cer- 
tificates and 80 work contracts, 
during 1981. 

The employment section issued 
3.434 work permits for foreign 
workers, and 56 work injuries 
were reported to the labour dep- 
artment. during the year. Mr. 
Ma'aytah said. 

JD 18.5 m 
set for ’82 
road projects 

AMMAN. Jan. 27 (Petra) — The 
Ministry of Public Works has ear- 
marked JD 18.5 million for the 
construction and maintenance of 
roads around the country in 1982, 
Minister of Public Works Awni Al 
Masri said today. 

He told the Jordan News Age- 
ncy, Petra, that out of this sum, JD 
2.5 million has been allocated for 
the opening and widening of vil- 
lage roads. 

The allocations were in addition 
to a total of JD 40 million that was 
allocated for road projects during 
1981, the minister said. These 
roads, still under construction, inc- 
lude the Azraq-Suwefleh-Jerash 
road, the University of Jordan- 
Suweileh road and intersection 
and a project for widening the 
Desert Highway, the minister 
added.

with the Arab World in facing the 
challenges that could threaten our 
very existence. One aspect of int- 
egration is economic, and in the 
Amman summit conference, we 
did our very best to reach an agr- 
eement on Arab economic str- 
ategy and the development dec- 
ade of the 1980s. Our economic 
plans take the integrative aspects 
into full account: and the imp- 
lementation of our plans observes 
them as closely as possible. 

As far as our economic relations 
at large are concerned, we run our 
economy on the basis of an “open 
door” policy. The transactions 
into which we enter with the rest 
of the world are mind-boggling 
relative to the size of our eco- 
nomy. Jordan's imports in 19S1 
were about 85 per cent of GDP. 
Since we honour our com- 
mitments and maintain our exc- 
hanges on a mutually beneficial 
basis, we have gained the world’s 
respect, as is mirrored in the 
credit-worthiness we enjoy with 
international institutions and in 
financial markets. 

Hard work 

IN THE previous points, I have 
adopted the methodology of cha- 
llenge and response in order to 
explain the basic tenets of our 
economic development strategy. 
The challenges we meet are mul- 
tifaceted and inter-dependent. 

In short. Jordan is a hard wor- 
king country, which, thus far. has 
been able to jump hurdles and 
invest its limited resources to the 
best of its present ability'. Can we 
do more? Should not the free 
world help us more effectively in 
alleviating the pressures to which 
we are subjected and assist us in 
achieving peace with honour and 
justice for all the peoples of our 
region? I leave it to you to provide 
what to us are crucial answers to 
the challenge of investing in 
peace, through prosperity and 
human dignity.

New Moroccan envoy sees Qasem 

AMMAN. Jan. 27 (Petra) — Morocco’s appointed ambassador to 
Jordan, Mr. Abdul Latif Laraki, today called on Foreign Minister 
Marwan Al Qasem and handed him a copy of his credentials as 
ambassador to Jordan, succeeding Mr. Mohammad Al Gharbi. 
Mr. Laraki has served in a number of senior diplomatic posts at 
the Moroccan foreign ministry and as Morocoo's ambassador to 
Kuwait, Libya and Egypt. 

New lamps shine in Salt streets 

SALT. Jan. 27 (J.T.) — Salt Mayor Abdul Razzaq Al Nsour has 
said that his municipality is installing mercury vapour lamps along 
the streets of Salt. Six hundred lamps will be installed at a cost of 
JD 15.000. and 400 lamps are expected to arrive within the 
coming two months. Dr. Nsour said. He explained that the mun- 
icipality linked the areas of Wadi Al Shajarah and Ras Al Salalem 
with the industrial zone, in a project costing JD 58,000. 

Abu Qoura set for Red Cross meeting 


AMMAN, Jan. 27 (Petra) — A meeting of the International 
League of Red Crescent and Cross Societies, the International 
Committee of the Red Cross (1CRC) and the permanent com- 
mittee of the Red Cross will open in Genera on Feb. 1 6. During 
the meeting, participants will discuss humanitarian issues and 
subjects on the agenda of future Red Cross and Crescent mee- 
tings. according to Chairman of the Jordanian National Red Cre- 
scent Society- President .Ahmad Abu Qoura. who will be present at 
the meeting. Dr. Abu Qoura was elected chairman of the per- 
manent committee of the Red Cross at the ICRCs fourth con- 
ference, in Manila last November. 


Omani educators learn skills 


AMMAN. Jan. 27 (Petra) — A five-day training seminar for 
directors of education in Oman and their assistants opened here 
today. During the seminar, participants will be lectured on edu- 
cational administration and supervision, examinations, planning 
school curricula and educational research. They will also be taken 
on tours of education directorates and offices, and a number of 
schools in Jordanian govemorates. The seminar is being held 
under educational cooperation agreement between Oman and 
Jordan.

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Fair weather laws 


YOU HAVE to hand it to the American government 
-- when it decides to hide its ethics in its back pocket, 
it sticks to its decision through thick and thin. The 
latest example of America’s ability to discard its own 
five ethical standards at the behest of Israeli interests 
is the decision a few days ago by the House of Rep- 
resentatives' Foreign Affairs Committee to drop its 
planned resolution of enquiry into the case of Ziad 
Abu *Ein. the young Palestinian who was recently 
extradited from the United States to Israel. Morris 
Draper, the usually honourable, lucid and credible 
deputy assistant secretary of state for Near East and 
South Asia affairs, testified to the committee that “we 
have always seen the case as one involving criminal, 
not political, acts." That is a most interesting sta- 
tement. and one that further indicates the complicity 
of the United States State Department in the ext- 
radition of Mr. Abu Ein. The guilt or innocence of 
Mr. Abu ’Ein is not the point in question here. The 
relevant point is: Did the United States government, 
in the person of its executive and judicial branches, 
conveniently discard all its legal principles and pre- 
cedents to extradite Ziad Abu ’Ein with the intent of 
a) placating the Israelis and b) rewriting the ext- 
radition laws? Mr. Draper’s answer to the house 
committee suggests that this is indeed the case. This 
argument is also strengthened by the fact that the 
American Congress is in the midst of reviewing the 
1901 Extradition Act. with an eye to drafting a new 
act that gives the Secretary of State more power to 
determine in extradition cases if an alleged act was 
criminal or political in nature. But why, we ask, does 
rewriting American laws have to come at the expense 
of the freedom of a 21 T vear-old Palestinian youth? 
Does the due process of iaw apply only to the people 
of Poland? Can Mr. Draper please advise us on that 
while keeping a straight face? 


ARAB PRESS COMMENTARY 


World condemnation 


AL RAT: Arab efforts seeking to summon the United Nations 
General Assembly on an emergency session to discuss the Israeli 
aggression of annexing the Golan Heights are expected to bear 
fruit. There is no doubt that the con vocal kin of the General 
Assembly w ill be a new assertion of the international community's 
rejection to the Israeli aggression. Althouth the General Ass- 
embly resolution will not be binding it will reaffirm this rejection. 

The best the Arabs can achieve at the General Assembly is 
moral support, and denunciation of the Israeli aggression on the 
Golan Heights. It remains for the Arabs to interpret the results by 
establishing a strong Arab front capable of deterring the agg- 
ressors. International resolmkms denouncing and condemning 
the Israeli acts of aggression have by lar surpassed those on any 
other issue tackled b\ the United Nations. Despite this fact. Israel 
proceeds with its act kins and defiance because the fragile Arab 
situation is unable to act and benefit from these resolutions. 

The Arabs have uselessly waited fora long time hoping that the 
internatkmal community would shoulder its responsibility to 
cam out these resolutions w hich should not be understood by the 
.Arabs to be more than "moral support" offered by the int- 
cmational community. This means that if the Arabs do not take 
action this moral support will not be able to deter the aggressor. 

The Arabs should recall Jordan's continuous efforts to reach 
pan- Arab unirv so that the Arabs can measure up to the cha- 
llenges facing them. 

We hope the Arahs can take advantage of previous lessons and 
respond to Jordan's call because nobody can deter the aggressor 
except the Arabs themsebes. 

Arabs must do more 


AL DI STOL'R: The Arabian Gulf states yesterday reached an 
agreement on a joint security plan. This constitutes a positive and 
practical step towards guaranteeing the stability and security of 
this strategic region in our Arab world. The joint security plan 
calls for the establishment of a joint air defence system and a 
military industry and for coordination in arms deals. This will 
enable the Gulf stales to shoulder their role in defending rheir 
security and sovereignty and to protect their neutrality and Arab 
identity. The rich Gulf states are able to build modern armies 
supplied with the most modem weapons capable of protecting the 
region and the oil wells against any foreign aggression. 

Our brothers in the Gulf region should be praised for the efforts 
which nonthclcss. will remain incomplete if the gulf security is not 
considered to be linked with the security of the whole of the Arab 
region. The Arab region, including the Gulf, is facing the Israeli 
threat. The Israeli enemy attacked Iraq. The Israeli military pla- 
nes encroached on Saudi Arabia and the Israeli chief of staff is 
threatening that Israel is capable of fighting war against ail Arabs. 

It is dear that the Gulf security plan will not be complete unless 
it lakes into consideration the security and strength of the eastern 
form. This necessitates coordination between Iraq, Jordan, Syria 
and Lebanon. 

We are optimistic because the Arabian Gulf defence ministers 
have stressed their pan-Arab commitment. Saudi Defence Min- 
ister Prince Sultan has declared that the Gulf armed forces are 
prepared to serve the Arabs and restore the usurped rights. But 
we hope that this willingness on the part of the Gulf would be part 
of the Arabs comprehensive strategy plan capable of confronting 
the Zionist danger threatening all the Arab states.

The Ministry of Social Dev- 
elopment (MSDl is the one 
which had the pleasure of hos- 
ting (Ik first woman Minister in 
the country. The ministry as 
such is a new one because it was 
until twenty six months ago a 
department supervised by the 
minister of labour. 

As a new ministry with a 
woman minister it caught att- 
ention. Everybody watched this 
experiment with avid attention. 
In the beginning, the minister, 
Mrs. Ip* am Mufti, impressed 
everybody with her personality 
and fortitude in standing to cer- 
tain staunch resistence by the 
male genre. She found herself 
standing almost alone in the 
face of scepticism. 

Her well thought-out plans 
on which she obviously worked 
very hard were put to the test. 
Yet, the smooth imp- 
lementation of these was fru- 
strated by two unhappy inc- 


idents. 

First was a television int- 
erview which took place on the 
issue of Karameh Centre. In 
that centre, in the Jordan Val- 
ley. homeless old-aged people 
the mentally ill and beggars 
crowded there without ade- 
quate facilities. Even if facilities 
were made available, most of 
the residents of the centre suf- 
fered from mental handicaps, 
and needed special medical care 
which was not available. 

Although the television pro- 
gramme showed how miserable 
the situation of the residents 
was, it was instrumental in sol- 
ving one of MSD's thorniest 
problems. The government 
moved fast to do something, 
entrusting the care for the res- 
idents to a now well-equipped 
centre In Amman under the 
care of the Ministry of Health. 
The homeless and old-aged con- 
tinued to enjoy the care of 


MSD. 

The second plan was related 
to the establishment of a new 
women's union in place of the 
existing one. The issue turned 
out to be more explosive. 

The stiff response came from 
two groups, the officials of the 
replaced union who lost some of 
their zest, and the ladies who 
thought they should have a 
more active role in the new one. 
It may be premature at this 
stage to judge the credibility of 
the new women's union, bec- 
ause only time can tell. 

In a rapidly growing country 
like uurs< social ills are spr- 
eading in diverse forms . The 
MSD cannot solve all these pro- 
blems alone overnight. The 
MSD functions and duties coi- 
ncide with those of other Min- 
istries and departments. Mrs. 
Mufti is aware of this and she is 
trying to build the appropriate

bridges. 

As for the other leading lad- 
ies of the society in different 
ranks and walks of life* they 
have shown little sympathy and 
support, to their first female 
colleague. Some of them pledge 
that the MSD has not rec- 
iprocated their bids for coo- 
peration.

China displeased with 

Taiwan jets decision

PEKING ( A.P.) — China and the 
United States appear headed for a 
showdown over the U.S. decision 
to sell replacement jet fighters to 
Taiwan, and China avuld dow- 
ngrade diplomatic relations unless 
a compromise is reached. 

Each side considers its position 
to be one of principle, and neither- 
seems likely to retreat. Both sides 
have agreed, however, to continue 
talking about arms sales in hopes 
of reaching an agreement. 

The Ignited States says it alr- 
eady made a major concession to 
China by announcing Jan. 1 1 it 
would not sell F-16 or other sop- 
histicated aircraft to Taiwan . It 
did decide, in a move that out- 
raged Peking, to sell spare parts 
and replacement aircraft and to 
continue co-production of the less 
sophisticated F-5e on Taiwan. 

President Ronald Reagan is not 
expected to bend to Chinese pro- 
tests. especially since con- 
servatives already are com- 
plaining that he has sacrificed too 
much in favour of the mainland. 

China calls all military sales to 
Taiwan gross violation of its sov- 
ereignty over the Island, but is wil- 
ling to talk and listen and see how 
the United States responds. 

Chinese and European dip- 
lomats have told rhe Associated 
Press that China itslef made a 
major concession by saying it 
might tolerate limited sales to 
Taiwan, themselves to be phased 
out by a certain date, “provided 
the U.S. shows some good will.** 

“The situation looks very bleak, 
very difficult." said one Third 
World diplomat familiar with the 
thinking on both sides of the issue. 
The diplomat, who declined to be 
identified, said there was “no bri- 
dging of the gap. no meeting of the 
minds" during the visit here last 
week of LLS. Assistant Secretary 
of State John Holdridge, who inf- 
ormed the Chinese of the sale. 

The diplomat quoted Chinese 
officials as saying that if China 
downgrades relations, the move 
will not be merely a symbolic wit- 
hdrawal of ambassadors. It will be 
wide-ranging and will last for, 
years, affecting strategic, eco- 
nomic, trade andother parts of the 
relationship. 

Vice Foreign Minister Zhong 
Xidong told reporters Tuesday 
that Sino-U.S. relations have ent- 
ered “a very sensitive stage.” 
Asked if he agreed with Hol- 
dridge that the talks last week 
were positive, he replied emp- 
hatically: “That is his word.” 
“Downgrading certainly is not 
in China's best interest,” said one 
Western diplomat. “But it is a dis- 
tinct possibility and we cannot rule 
it out. Taiwan is such an emotional 
question and a matter of pri- 
nciple.” 

Last year China downgraded 
relations with the Netherlands 
when it sold two submarines to 
Taiwan. 

Details of the U.S. arms sales to 
Taiwan have not yet been worked 


out. Exactly what the United Sta-1 
tes will sell is still an open qi*. 
stion, one of many to be discussed 
with China. 

China's formal protest to thg 
arms sale said: 

"The U.S. government h* 
annouced its decision to plan to 
sell airplanes to Taiwan at a tin* 
when bilateral talks (with Hoi 
d ridge 1 are going on ... The whofe 
question of arras sales to Taiwan s 
a major issue affecting China's 
sovereignty which must be res . 
olvcd through negotiations bet. 
ween the U.S. and Chinese gov- 
ernments. The Chinese gov. 
emment never will accept any uni. 
lateral decision made by the U.S. 
government." 

After months of emotional and 
unyielding rhetoric, that response 
is considered relatively temperate, 
with emphasis on negotiation and 
a strong hint of compromise. 

“The Chinese reaction was 
measured and there is room lor 
discussion." said one Western dip- 
lomat. “With good will on bath- 
sides, one can be reasonably opt- 
imistic." 

The response made no threats. 
It did not mention the Taiwan 
Relations Act, which authorises 
U.S. arms sales to Taiwan and hs 
been denounced regularly by 
.Cliina. 

So lar there has been no sig- 
nificant setback in Sino-U.S. rel- 
ations. Bothe sides now arc eng- 
aged in civil aviation talks. A con- 
sular agreement recently was sig- 
ned. The number of visitors, del- 
egations and scholars going back 
and forth has not been decreased. 

A major military delegation 
from Peking, however, refused 
long ago to visit the United States 
and shop for weapons until the 
Taiwan arms issue is resolved. 

Several American businessmen 
reported this week that since the 
U.S. decision, their Chinese con- 
tacts say business will become inc- 
reasingly difficult for Americans. 
Some are being told the United 
States is not behaving like a fri- 
endly country, and that China only 
will buy American goods as a last 
resort. 

Analysts say it is in both cou- 
ntries' interests, especially at this 
time, to maintain their strategic 
relationships fundamentally to 
oppose Soviet power. 

China and the United States 
have consulted each other in many 
areas and cooperated in bolstering 
the self-defence of Pakistan and 
Thailand. Western diplomats say. 

The United States has equipped 
listening posts on China’s frontier 
to monitor Soviet missile tests and 
has agreed to sell weapons to 
China. 

Trade last year totaled just 
under $6 billion and is expected to 
increase this year. 

“They must compromise." said 
another Third World diplomat. 
“THE United States is not the 
Netherlands, and the American 
relationship is too important to 
throw away." 


Energy problems plague Yugoslavia 


Aleksandar LeU reports on the energy problems facing Yug- 
oslavia as the country struggles under its chronic shortage of 
foreign exchange . 


Winter came early to Yugoslavia 
in 1 98 1 with high winds and heavy 
snowstorms, especially in the 
mountainous regions which cover 
more than half the country. If it 
continues this way powercuts. vol- 
tage reductions and general ene- 
rgy shortages are unavoidable. 

The immediate cause of the 
shortages is the lack of foreign 
exchange to pay for imported oil 
and. to a lesser degree, coal. A 
decision by the federal authorities 
to reduce the balance of payments 
deficit to SI .S billion in 1981 and 
to less than SJ billion this year 
from S2 J billion in 1980 and $3-7 
billion in 1 979 does not allow for 
larger allocations of foreign exc- 
hange for imports which would 
alleviate the situation. But the real 
roots of the problem are much 
deeper. 

It all started in the 1960s when, 
as in many other countries, cheap 
oil ruined local collieries. Coal as 
an energy- source was too exp- 
ensive and imported oil was used 
instead. Even after the first ofl 
shock of 1973 the economy was 
skw to adapt to changed con- 
ditions and continued to rely hea- 
vily on oil. 

Yugoslavia has not blamed the 
Organisation of Petroleum Exp- 
orting Countries (OPEC) for its 
difficulties. It has been a staunch 
supporter of the right of oil exp- 
orting countries (in fact of dev- 
eloping countries in general) to 
manage resources in their best int- 
erest - including the right to try 
to set prices. 

This position is consistent with 
Yugoslavia’s non-aligned policies. 
Yugoslavia never asked for special 
treatment from OPEC, but it has 
been one of those voices which 
asked OPEC to consider what it 
could do to alleviate the burden of 
all oil importing developing cou- 


ntries. 

Yugoslavia is not rich in energy, 
but it contains about I per cenr of 
total world energy supplies with a 
population of slightly over 0.5 per 
cent of the world* s total. However, 
the composirionofthese resources 
is nor very good. There is little oil. 
gas and hard coal but plenty of low 
grade, brown coal and lignite. 
There are also relatively abundant 
hydro-energy resources and some 
uranium ore which can be mined 
economically. 

Prospecting for oil and gas been 
goingonbothoffshoreinthe Adr- 
iatic and on-shore, mainly in the 
Pannonian basin where most finds 
have been made so far. Some res- 
ults in the Adriatic, where pro- 
specting is being done both by 
Yugoslav companies alone and 
jointly with foreign companies, 
are promising, but no commercial 
finds have been made to date. 

In addition to drilling in Yug- 
oslavia, Yugoslav companies have 
also been searching for oil abroad, 
in Gabon, Vietnam. China. Ang- 
ola. North Korea, Indonesia and 
Iraq. Recently, oil was found in 
Angola. Production will start in a 
couple of years and Yugoslavia’s 
share will be about 1 0 percent. On 
the other hand Yugoslav com- 
panies have invited more foreign 
companies to help explore in 
Yugoslavia and a score have 
shown interest. 

The Yugoslav oil industry in 
1981 produced about 4.3 million 
tonnes of crude and this will go up 
to 4.6 million tonnes by 1985 unl- 
ess new oil is found. Local pro- 
duction can satisfy only one qua- 
rter of present requirements 
which have been cut to the bare 
bone and the rest has to be imp- 
orted mainly from Iraq and the 
USSR at world prices (from the 
USSR through clearing accounts - !. 


Recently some OPEC countries 
(Iran and Libya) have been off- 
ering barter deals. 

Supplies of natural gas are bet- 
ter. Local supplies account for 
almost half of the aggregate con- 
sumption estimated at 4.6 trillion 
(million million) cubic feet in 
1981. Gas is imported from the 
USSR but in the future it will also 
come from other countries, such 
as Algeria. Imports from rhe 
USSR should have amounted to 3 
trillion cubic feet last year but the 
pipeline network was not finished 
on time. Imports from Russia will 
be 2.5 trillion cubic feet. 

■ There has been talk about lig- 
nite gasification but that has to 
wait. Also, because of lack of tec- 
hnology, shale exploitation will 
not start in the foreseeable future. 

The crude oil and gas bill jum- 
ped 67 per cent from SI. 8 billion 
in 1979 to $3 billion in 1980. If net 
imports of oil derivatives are 
added, the 1980 bill was more 
than SI. 225 billion higher for app- 
roximately the same volume of 
imports. Fortunately, oil prices 
did not rise in 198i. which will 
help Yugoslavia's balance of pay- 
ments. But with foreign exchange 
scarce, energy imports have been 
curtailed. 

The petrochemical industry was 
a major sufferer. Some plants had 
to stop for a few days and even 
weeks for lack of naphtha. There 
was also a shortage of jet fuel and 
many flights had to be cancelled. 
The situation has been getting 
back to normal except in the case 
of diesel fuel which had to be rat- 
ioned in some regions with pri- 
ority given to farmers to enable 
them to sow winter crops. There 
will be continuing shortages of 
heating oil. There has been eno- 
ugh petrol, which is a by-product 
of the way refineries operate in 
Yugoslavia. 

While dollar oil prices remained 
stable in 1981 they went up in 
terms of local currency because of 


the growing strength of the dollar 
during the year ($1 was 20 dinars 
at the start of 1980, about 3Q din- 
ars at the end of it and is 39 dinars 
now). Refineries incurred heavy 
losses, because of overcapacity 
(aggregate capacity amounts to 
some 28 million tonnes and thr- 
oughout at slightly over 1 6 million 
tonnes). Prices of derivatives were 
increased twice in 1981 and after 
recent increases one litre of petrol 
(super) costs 28 j dinars. 

Coal production was 9 to 10 per 
cent higher last year compared to 
1980. An estimated 51.3 million 
tonnes reached consumers. But 
this did nor saiisfy demand which 
was for some 58.2 million tonnes. 
For 1982, optimistic forecasts are 
for an output of 62.8 million ton- 
nes but realistic ones are rather 
lower at some 59.8 million tonnes, 
of which 43.2 million tonnes will 
be for power generation. Even this 
lower figure would mean an inc- 
rease in production of close to 17 
per cent. Almost all of this coal is 
either brown coal or lignite which 
in some cases has to be dried bef- 
ore use. 

A greater increase in coal out- 
put is difficult to achieve. Existing 
underground mines have been 
neglected for years. Their reserves 
are not fully known and those that 
are cannot be profitably exploited 
with the cost of timber and other 
materials almost doubling each 
year. There has been a lack of ski- 
lled miners. In the past they were 
poorly paid. Their wages are now 
among the highest in the country 
but it is difficult to lure miners 
back or to recruit young ones. 

The future is in opencast min- 
ing. In several places, especially in 
Serbia (south of Belgrade), in the 
Kasovo autonomous province and 
in Bosnia- Herzegovina there are 
huge known reservesof lignite and 
brown coal totalling up to 20 bil- 
lion tonnes. Opening modern new 
mr^s, however, requires heavy 
investment in equipment most ol 


which has to be imported, and the 
lead time is up to 10 years. The 
same applies to power stations. 
Local industry has not mastered 
production of equipment for large 
units because in the past it could 
be imported from both the West 
and the USSR under very fav- 
ourable credit terms which local 
manufacturers could not match. 

On the other hand, Yugoslav 

companies are experienced in des- 
igning and constructing hydro- 
static plants both at home and 
abroad. Manufacturers of tur- 
bines. generators and other equ- 
ipment are capable of making 
even the largest units. Here again 
the major problem is finance. 

Recent surveys have shown that 
at present oil and other energy 
prices the hydro potential of Yug- 
oslavia is 18,200 MW of installed 
capacity with an annual pro- 
duction of 64 billion KWH. So far 
only 39 per cent is used, ie 6. 126 
MW of installed capacity pro- 
ducing slightly less than 25 billion 
KWH each year. Thus Yugoslavia 
could get another 40 billion KWH 
of power a year without taking 
into account mini-power plants on 
small streams etc. 

Other renewable sources of 
energy have not been tapped and 
research on their uses is in its early 
stages. No doubt solar energy off- 
ers good prospects given the many 
sunny days throughout much of 
the country. Energy from winds, 
from the biomass, etc, could also 
be exploited. 

Recently the first nuclear power 
plant in Yugoslavia, a joint ven- 
ture of two of Yugoslavia's con- 
stituent republics, Slovenia and 
Croatia, at Krsko on the Sava 
river, started feeding into the 
Yugoslav electricity grid. It has a 
capacity of 664 MW. Equipment 
was delivered by Westmghouse. 
Construction was started in 1974 
and should have been finished in 
five years. Westinghouse and its 
Yugoslav partners accuse each 


other for the delay. 

Now the Y ugoslavs have to dec- 
ide the future of their nuclear pro- 
gramme . So far only one other site 
for a new nuclear power plant has 
been chosen. It will be in Croatia, 
near Zagreb. Originally the idea 
was to locate it on a small Adriatic 
island but local people were ada- 
mantly against it. 

Many basic questions have to be 
answered before new nuclear 
power plants are constructed. At 
issue are the number and capacity 
to be built (3,000 to 10.000 MW 
has been mentioned by AD 2000). \ 
the technology to be used, the sou- 
rces of financing, and other fac- 
tors. 

Many interests are at stake- 
which complicate the issues. Thus, 
rationality speaks in favour of sta- 
ndardising technology and equ- 
ipment. On the other hand there is 
a desire to diversify supplies of 
nuclear fuel and to avoid dep- 
endence on any one source. 

So far teams from France. Swe- 
den, Canada and West Germany 
have been in Yugoslavia - some J 
more than once — as well as front 
General Electric of the U.S. Tos- 
hiba, Krafrwcrk Union and other 
companies. A Soviet team is ai® 
due. j 

The Yugoslavs will insist both ! 
on their experts having a say in the 1 
design of the plants and their ind- 
ustry supplying a large part of the ’ 
equipment. This is not only to save 
scarce foreign exchange but also . 
to gain expertise and to enable 
local manufacturers to produce 
equipment for both local needs 
and exports. Yugoslav companies 
already participate in the Coro- 
econ nuclear power plant pro- 
gramme on a long-term con- 
tractual basis, by supplying steam 
separators and some other part® 
(this by the way enhances Soviet 
chances of winning contracts to 
sell reactors to Yugoslavia).

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Dollar falls slightly, gold gains $6 Western farmers saved by Communism

LONDON, Jan. 27 (R) — The 
dollar eased in value while gold 
rose almost six dollars an ounce on 
European markets today because 
investors believe that an increase 
in U.S. interest rates is no longer 
imminent, dealers said. 

The dollar had strengthened in 
recent days on expectations that 
interest tales would be raised soon 
to curb the growth in the amount 
of money in circulation in the Uni- 
ted States. 


But foreign exchange dealers 
said that remarks by Paid Volcker, 
chairman of the Federal Reserve 
Board, the U.S. central bank, led 
to a slight decline today. Mr. Vol- 
cker said yesterday that a rise in 
die rate at which it provides 
money to banks was not imm- 
inent. 

Dealers added that President 
Reagan's State of the Union Add- 
ress contained few surprises and 
bad little effect on the dollar. 

The U.S. currency eased to 


2.3099 West German marks in 
London, compared with 2.3 1 28 at 
yesterday's close, and 228.12 Jap- 
anese yen as against 228.5S. 

In Frankfurt, the dollar was 
fixed sharply lower at 2.3090 
marks, compared with 2.3395 yes- 
terday, and dealers described tra- 
ding as nervous at the 2.31 75 
level. 

Gold meanwhile was being tra- 
ded in London at $384.50 an 
ounce, compared with 378.62 yes- 


terday. after being fixed at 
$382.50 an ounce this morning. 

Bullion dealers said the higher 
price for gold, which last week 
dipped to 5366.50 an ounce, its 
lowest level for more than two 
years, reflected the dollar’s dec- 
line and the market’s belief that 
U.S. interest rates have peaked for 
the moment. 

They expected gold prices to 
rise further following the metaT s 
recent ability to hold above the 
5370 an ounce level. 


Reagan offers Americans ‘new federalism 9 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 27 (R) — 
President Reagan has promised 
Americans he will lead them from 
recession to prosperity. 

The President predicted “bet- 
ter, much better” times for the 
nation in his State of the Union 

Address to Congress last night. 
The centrepiece of the 42-minute 
speech was a radical proposal to 
increase the responsibilities of the 
50 states and reduce federal con- 
trol over their affairs. 

The president’s offer to the 50 
states, which he called a “new fed- 
eralism” moving a swap of social 
programmes and a cutback in the 
federal government’s role, drew a 
mixed reception in Congress, 
mainly on partisan lines. 

He proposed a plan, beginning 
during his last year in office in 


1984, under which states would 
voluntarily take over 40 social 
programmes now financed by 
Washington including school lun- 
ches, education, transportation 
and community development. 

The federal government would 
create a trust fund of $28 billion a 
year from excise taxes and turn it* 
over to the states to help them fin- 
ance these 40 programmes. 

In addition. Mr. Reagan said he 
would seek congressional app- 
roval of a plan under which the 
federal. government in 1984 would 
assume responsibility for Med- 
icaid, which finances health costs 
for poor Americans and is exp- 
ected to cost $19 billion in that 
year. 

In return, the states would take 
over a major welfare programme 
for children and food stamps for

TOKYO, Jan. 27 (R) — Japan’s Sony Corporation announced today 
it has developed a revolutionary flat television receiver which can be 
carried in a pocket or in a handbag and be watched anywhere at any 
time. 

The company will start marketing the new black and white T.V. 
receiver, named the “FD-200.” in Japan from later February for 
54,800 yen ($240). 

It employs a cathode ray tube only 16.5mm thick, which allows the 
entire receiver to be only 33mm thick. 

The company said the T.V. receiver could operate off four dif- 
ferent power sources - dry battery, an optional rechargeable battery, 
household power and car battery.

LONDON — It must be a matter of deep 
concern to Marxists that the Communist 
bloc is the main support of capitalist agr- 
iculture. Were it not for the farm imports by 
the Soviet Union and certain other states 
paid for by Russian gold or Western credits, 
world food commodity markets would be in 
the deepest of depressions with production 
curbs the order of the day. 


Not all Communist states are 
equally dependent on Western 
imports. Hungary is a net exporter 
and China probably imports no 
more than enough to offset the 
export of pigs to Hong Kong and 
the sale of a little rice to other 
countries. Bur then the Chinese 
are a special case. They are among 
the best farmers on earth, with an 
understanding second to none of 
how to grow things in unpromising 
surroundings. In China they claim 
to be supporting 1 1 people on 
every hectare of arable land: in the 
USSR, arable land supports only 


0.8 of a person per hectare. 

It is true that the Ch inese 1 ive on 
pretty modest diets by Western 
standards, and no doubt they 
would like to have more to eat. 
But the success of Chinese far- 
ming in feeding a billion people 
should never be under-rated. 

A comparison between the Sov- 
iet Union and the EEC is most 
interesting. Populations are about 
the same, but there the similarity 
ends. The Community has an ava- 
ilability of 1 20 million tonnes of 
cereals or its equivalent — just 
under half a tonne per person.

Uiis supplies not only farinaceous 
food but a fair proportion of meat 
and mOk as well. 

The USSR has available, inc- 
luding imports, around 220 mil- 
lion tonnes of grain or 0.8 of a 
tonne per person for all req- 
uirements including animal feed. 
Yet the annual consumption of 
meat products is only 57 kilos per 
head against 89 kilos in the Com- 
munity. 

This underlines the basic ine- 
fficiency in production terms of 
Soviet livestock farming and is 
well reflected in comparisons of 
milk production. In the EEC 24.8 
million cows produced 111 million 
tonnes of milk. In the Soviet 
Union 43 million cows produced 
90 million tonnes, representing a 
yield per cow of just about half the 
EEC figure. 

Nor is the beef production of 
the Soviet herd comparable with 
that of the EEC. The total EEC 
herd amounts to 77 million head 
and that of the USSR 1 15 million 
head. The EEC produces a total of 
8.4 million tonnes of- beef against 
the peak Soviet output to date of 
7.1 million tonnes in 1978. 

The U.S. herd is about the same 
as that of Soviet Union, yet it pro- 
duces 1 1 million tonnes of beef, a 
proportion equivalent to that in 
the EEC. 

Soviet meat output per million 
pigs is about two-thirds of the-out- 
put of the U.S. and West Ger-' 
many, a typical EEC country. 

Soviet wheat yields are not- 
oriously unstable and normally 
equal only about 75 per cent of 
output per hectare in Canada and 
the U.S. which have rather similar 
climates and soil types. Even so, 
rhe USSR is the world's single lar- 
gest wheat producer, responsible 
for between a fifth and a quarter of 
the global harvest. 

The situation in Eastern Europe 
shows rather better yields per hec- 
tare and per unit of livestock. But 
in no case, except that of Hungary, 
do they approach those of the 
EEC. In Poland, yields per cow 
are among the lowest and meat 
production in relation to feed inp- 


uts is on a par with the USSR. 

Most Hungarian farming is 
compulsorily co-operative like the 
Russian kolkhozes. But there are 
two differences. Much of the pig 
and poultry production in Hun- 
gary is in private hands and the 
Hungarians have ploughed up 
land which for centuries had been 
used for cattle grazing, thus lib- 
erating a store of fertility which 
will last for years. 

it would be simplistic to blame 
the defects of Eastern bloc far- 
ming on Communism alone. 
There are countries where yields 
are vety low, notably Argentina, 
where they could have been much 
higher but have been restricted for 
years by government action or 
inaction in the sphere of taxes and 
prices. 

It would also be naive to take as 
absolute truth all the statistics on 
which this article is based, alt- 
hough they come from the U.N.'s 
Food and Agriculture Authority 
for the most pan. The populations 
on the land in all the eastern bole 
countries are very much larger 
than they are in the West. Und- 
oubtedly. the rural sector will look 
after its own food needs before 
supplying the towns, there would 
be a major incentive to understate 
actual production so that a surplus 
could go safely to a black market 
or be consumed at home. In this 
connection, the estimate of Soviet 
cereal waste equivalent to 30 mil- 
lion tonnes, or 15 per cent, could 
well conceal substantial diversion. 

There is no doubt at all that the 
Eastern bloc is as well aware of the 
latest techniques in food pro- 
duction as anyone in the West, 
particularly the academic circles. 
What I did notice on my visit to 
Russia many years ago was that 
the application of modern met- 
hods did not go far beyond the 
colleges and institutes. 

Those responsible for the 
EECs Common Agricultural Pol- 
icy and the rest of world com- 
mercial farming must hope this 
situation prevails fora long time if 
not for ever.

U.S. basketball roundup 


TORONTO. Jan. 27 (A.P.) — 
Trevor Berwick's life has changed 
since he wrote what is expected to 
be the final chapter in the boxing 
career of Muhammad Ali. 

“Look. I'm getting calls from 
every boxer in the United States 
now." says Berbick. . who won a 
unanimous decision over the def- 
ending world heavyweight boxing 
champion last December in the 
Bahamas. 

I’m a big name now and that 
means big money for anyone who 
fights me." 

The Canadian and Com- 
monwealth heavyweight cha- 
mpion from Halifax, here recently 
for one or his many lucrative pro- 
motional appearances — the ope- 
ning of a downtown restaurant — 
finds his foray into real estate is 
booming as well. 

*Tm doing very - well in real es- 
tate." said the 2fi’-vear-old native 


of Jamaica as he sipped cha- 
mpagne. "Its a buyers* market 
right now and T m buying here in 
Canada and in the Caribbean. 
Things are going great." 

Berbick says his next payday 
will be a big one. “ I intend to make 
at least Sim for my next fight. S2m 
if possible." he said. 

He's hoping the next bout is 
against Mike Weaver, the World 
Boxing Association' champion, 
with Las Vegas. Jamaica and 
Zimbabwe mentioned as possible 
sites. Preliminary discussions have 
been held between the two camps 
concerning a possible March bout. 

But despite his emergence on 
the world boxing scene, Berbick 
says he doesn't plan on turning his 
back on the Canadian and Com- 
monwealth scene. 

•Til defend my title next month 
in Nanaimo,- British Columbia." 
he said. ’Don't forget. I'm a Can- 


adian and even have the same ini- 
tials as the other great Canadian 
who was champion — Tommy 
Bums." 

While Berbick did not say who 
he would defend his title against, 
it's expected to be Gord Racettc 
of Vancouver. 

The Canadian Professional 
Boxing Association has set Feb. 
28 as the deadline for Berbick to 
defend his title. 

Although he outclassed Ali. 
Berbick feels Ali could still stop 
several current heavyweight con- 
tenders. 

He said the main secret in def- 
eating Ali was being able to slip 
away quickly when AJi attempted 
to tie him up to gain some rest. 

"The average guy would let him 
hold on, but I was able to slip away 
and he got tired," Berbick said.

With only seconds left in the game and Los Ang- 
eles and Milwaukee tied 94-y4. the Bucks guard 
drove the lane past a surprised "Magic" Johnson 
and Kareem Abdul-Jabbar. to drop in the winning 
basket at the buzzer for a 96-94 victory last night” 

“ Moncrief is a great player. He took it hard to rhe 
basket." said Lakers coach Pat Riley. "Moncrief 
got by Magic very quickly." 

But Johnson believes he shouldn't take all the 
blame for the basket that lost the game for Los 
■Angeles. 

"I was always taught to make the guy go to the 
middle, that's where you ger help." he said. ■■ I could 
have played him tougher but the help wasn' t there. 
Everybody has to help out. He made a nice move 
but nobody should be able to drive down the mid- 
dle." 

In other NBA games, Dallas edged Atlanta 90-88. 
Washington tripped Chicago 94-84, San Antonio 
defeated Philadelphia 103-95, Houston trimmed 
Indiana 104-94 and New Jersey ou [scored Utah 
138-129 in overtime. 

The Lakers missed four of six free throws in the 
final minutes to give Milwaukee the final chance to 
win after Los Angeles guard Norm Nixon tied the 
game with two free shots with seven seconds rem- 
aining. 

Marques Johnson led all scorers with 32 points 
for the Bucks, while Moncrief added 20. 

JamaaJ Wilkes led the Lakers with 1 8 points, and 
Abdul-Jabbar and Johnson had 16 each.

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The water buffalo: up in popularity charts

THAILAND — For more than 
4000 years the water buffalo has 
pulled ploughs through the rice 
fields of Asia, transported heavy 
loads, powered machinery of all 
kinds -- from threshers to water 
pumps. And suddenly, in this 
energy-conscious age. the ver- 
satile beast of burden is experienc- 
ing a new surge of popularity. 

During the past 25 years the 
world buffalo population has 
increased by almost 90 per cent 
From its original borne in India, 
where half of the world's 150 mil- 
lion buffaloes can be found, it has 
spread to 88 countries on almost 
every continent, including 
Australia, Africa, the Caribbean, 
the United States. Europe and the 
Soviet Union. 

The popularity of the water buf- 
falo can be attributed in part to the 
energy crisis,, bur a good deal more 
credit must go to its remarkably 
even temperameut Despite their 
formidable appearance," they are 
easily domesticated, and through- 
out Asia are usually cared for by 
children. 

There are two kinds of water 
buffalo - the swamp buffalo that 
predominates in Southeast Asia, 
and the river buffalo which is usu- 
ally found from India westward. 
Both varieties are hardy, adapt 
well to different conditions, and 
resist infection (particularly 
insect-borne diseases) better than 
other ruminants. They also have a 
working life of about 20 years, and 
may live to a ripe old age of 80 
years. 

Even at the end of its life the 
buffalo is still put to good use. Just 
about every part of the animal can 
be used — from its intimidating 
horns for buttons, utensils and 


other implements, to the hair in its 
.ears for surgical and other fine 
brushes. 

Water buffaloes thrive on veg- 
etation not otherwise needed by 
man. and seem to convert it into 
meat more efficiently than other 
cattle. Buffaloes are the main milk 
producers in six countries: China, 
India, Nepal. Pakistan, the Philip- 
pines, and Thailand. The mQk has 
a high fat content and contains 
more protein, lactose, and raflk 
solids than cows* milk. It also has a 
higher mineral content, and is 
richer in the B vitamin complex. 

The buffalo's most important 
service is undoubtedly in the 
fields. Their wide flattened hooves 

enable them to pull a plough 
through muddy rice paddies 
where oxen get bogged down. In 
Thailand, for example, they work 
five hours a day on average, for up 
to 146 days a year. Fully 95 per 
cent of the rice production in Thai- 
land depends on the use of buf- 


faloes, and other cattle, as work 
beasts. 

In Bulgaria and Yugoslavia buf- 
faloes can be found transporting 
goods, and in Turkey they haul 
water casks. A good pair of males 
in Pakistan have been found able 
to haul a 2-tonne load over 30 
kilometres in a working day. They 
are also used for riding, and as 
pack animals in remote areas. 

The water buffalo also has great 
potential as a meat producer. 
Animals reared for meat are usu- 
ally slaughtered at about 1 8 
months and dress out to about 50 
percent ofliveweight. The meat is 
often indistinguishable from beef. 
As the demand for meat rises in 

protein -poor developing coun- 
tries, buffalo could contribute 
greatly to food supplies. 

Water buffaloes do have a few 
drawbacks. They breed only sea- 
sonally. and are slow to mature. It 
has proved difficult to improve 
stocks through artificial insemi- 


nation. Their hide, while thick and 
widely used in the leather industry 
is almost hairless. They therefore 
have difficulty in controlling then- 
body temperature, and are unpro- 
tected from insect bites. So they 
need a good wallow in a muddy 
river each day. 

Although the water buffalo has 
long been the animal of the small 
farmers, and is often their main 
capital asset its worth has not 
always been recognised by 
officialdom. According to a 1979 
report by the U.S. Aasncv for 
International Development 
(AID), the water buffalo was 
ignored by scientists, despised by 
most agricultural advisors, and 
considered an embarassment by 
government officials trying to 
modernise their countries. 

Only recently have attitudes 
started to change and scientists 
begun to devote attention to the 
water buffalo. In 1978. eight 
Asian countries agreed to share

newspapers and broadcast services 
carry a new account of Afghan tro- 
ops - never Soviets - wiping out a 
band of rebels. 

Stories circulate in Moscow 
about officers knocking on Soviet 
apartment doors to inform parents 
that their sons have died in .Afg- 
hanistan. But there have been few, 
if any. media reports that Red 
Army soldiers have been killed. 

One Western diplomatic source 
in South Asia estimates that 10,000 
Soviet soldiers have been killed or 
wounded in the two years of fig- 
hting, although other sources say 
they believe 5,000 may be a more 
accurate figure. 

At the same time, the Soviet 
media, the most reliable available 
gauge of what the leadership is thi- 
nking, have given no sign that the 
Kremlin may withdraw its troops, 
or that its resolve to crush the Afg- 


han rebellion has been weakened. 

The Communist Party new- 
spaper Pravda recently sum- 
marised the Soviet position: 
“Since the April revolution of 
1978 (when Afghan Communists 
took charge i, a political power of 
working people has been est- 
ablished in Afghanistan for the 
first time in its multi-century his- 
tory. 

“However, counter- 
revolutionaries with the support of 
the imperialistic circles have unl- 
eashed and continue to wage an 
undeclared war in Afghanistan.” 
The Soviets have insisted from 
the outset that their Dec. 1978 int- 
ervention was “temporary”, inv- 
olving only a “limited number” of 
troops invited by the Afghan lea- 
dership, and that they were sent in 
to counter U.S. and Chinese sup- 
port for the Afghan rebels.

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their research, setting aside some 
$3 million to support this col- 
laborative effort. 

Buffalo research is being hin- 
dered, however, by a lack of 
information. Says Dr. Charan 
Chantalakha, of the Department 
of Animal Science at Thailand's 
Kasetsart University: "In the last 
decade much research has been 
done in different countries and 
published in local languages, so it 
is not available to researchers in 
other countries. Even within the 
country research is noi well dis- 
seminated. As a result much of the 
research funding is probably spent 
on seeking information that has 
already been obtained.” 

The need for a research and 
information network was rec- 
ognised at a number of inter- 
national meetings. Thailand was 
finally chosen to be the coor- 
dinating centre for research 
because of a strong national prog- 
ramme. ft then seemed logical to 


establish the information centre 
there as well. 

The International Buffalo 
Information Centre (EBIC). as it is 
called, is being established at 
Kasetsart University with the aid 
of a grant from Canada's Inter- 
national Development Research 
Centre (IDRCL which has helped 
to establish a number of similar 
specialised information centres in 
other fields. 

A clearing bouse for world lit- 
erature on the buffalo. IBIC will 
collect documents, particularly 
unpublished material, and analyse 
and disseminate the information. 
Anyone will be able to use ihe 
centre, says Dr. Charan, whether 
it is a scientist engaged in an inter- 
national research programme, or 
an extension worker who wants to 
know about feeding leftover rice 
straw to buffaloes.

Gromyko warns U.S. to stop 
meddling with Polish affairs 









GENEVA. Jan. 27 (R) — Soviet 
Foreign Minister .Andrei Gro- 
myko said today he warned the 
United States to stop "int- 
erference" in Polish internal aff- 
airs during his day-long meeting 
yesterday with U.S. Secretary of 
State Alexander Haig. 

Mr. Gromyko, in an airport sta- 
tement before leaving for East 
Germany, said Mr. Haig had 
"touched upon" the question of 
Poland but that the Soviet Union 
would not discuss Polish internal 
affairs with anyone--" and that inc- 
ludes the United States of Ame- 
rica.” 

Mr. Haig told a press con- 
ference yesterday that his talks 
with the" veteran Soviet foreign 
minister were held under "a long 
and dark shadow" cast by the Pol- 
ish crisis. 

Although Mr. Gromyko said 
prior to the meeting and again 
today that (he Soviet Union would 


not discuss Poland. Mr. Haig said 
there had been a “two-sided dis- 
cussion" of the issue. 

Mr. Gromyko also told rep- 
orters that the Soviet Union was 
ready for negotiations to limit str- 
ategic nuclear weapons although 
the United States, he said, was 
“found to be unprepared.” 

Linking the negotiations to an 
easing of the Polish crisis. Mr. 
Haig said yesterday Washington 
would be ready to open the talks 
“when conditions permit." 

The Soviet foreign minister said 
the talks yesterday dealt with a 
broad range of questions, inc- 
luding the Middle East, a topic 
that was not mentioned by Mr. 
Haig. 

Mr. Gromyko said the talks inc- 
luded discussion of current neg- 
otiations on limiting medium- 
range missiles in Europe but dis- 
closed that the United States and 
the Soviet Union remained in dis- 
agreement on " principle." 


Warsaw accuses U.S. of using Polish 
defectors for subversive propaganda 

WARSAW. Jan. 27 (R) — Poland’s official news agency today 
charged ihat the United States was using Polish defectors to the 
West, including two ambassadors, in a campaign of subversive pro- 
paganda against Poland. 

The Washington correspondent of the PAP agency said: "While 
preparations for a mammoth anti- Polish television programme ro be 
broadcast worldwide (except for the United States) continue. Polish 
defectors are reportedly being grouped in a high-security centre 
organised in the state of Virginia under the auspices of the CIA and 
FBI. In the centre are the two former Polish ambassadors. Spasowski 
and Rurarz." 

The Central Intelligence Agency and Federal Bureau of Inv- 
estigation have their W'ashington headquarters within a few kil- 
ometres of the Virginia state line. Romuald Spasowski and Zdzslaw 
Rurarz defected from their ambassadorial posts in W'ashington and 
Tokyo respectively last month. 


This apparently was a reference 
to the fact that the two sides are at 
odds on what kinds of weapons to 
include in the negotiations. 

Mr. Gromyko appeared fri- 
endly as he met reporters at the 
airport. When, after he had read a 
prepared statement, he was asked 
if the world was in a new cold war, 
he replied, "not all is tost yet." 

In a strongly worded statement 
on Poland. Mr. Gromyko said: "It 
was resolutely declared by the 
Soviet side that the United States 
musr end all interference in the 
domestic affairs of Poland, which 
it has been carrying out in various 
forms for a lengthy period of 
time." 

He said he had emphasised that 
the United States had no right ro 
interfere in measures being car- 
ried out by the Polish leadership. 

“ It goes without saying that the 
Soviet Union does not intend to 
discuss the domestic Polish affairs 
with anyone, and that includes the 
United States of America.” he 
declared. 

He said a solution to the pro- 
blem of U.S. and Soviet strategic 
weapons was "awaited by the 
people.” 

"The entire responsibility for 
the consequences of such a line of 
policy in blocking a solution solely 
rests with the administration of 
the United States, a responsibility 
which they cannot escape." Mr. 
Gromyko added. 

He said the Soviet Union was 
prepared for new arms neg- 
otiations. 

The meeting between Mr. Haig 
and Mr. Gromyko was their sec- 
ond in four months. Although no 
further meeting was set, Mr. Haig 
said one would be easy to arrange .

The men's family had reported 
them missing and a computer 
check showed that their luggage 
was aboard the plane. 

There was immediate spe- 
culation that the men, who had 
seats in the mid -sect ion of the 
(done, may have suffered shock in 
the icy harbour water. 

The National Transportation 
Safety board Is investigating the 
cause of the accident.

ality. 

President 
Neelam Sanjiva Reddy, joined 
others who have voiced concern 
about widespread violence and 
corruption in this country of nea- 
rly 700 million people. 


Irishman who helped Soviet spy escape found dead 


LONDON. Jan. 27 1 A.P.) — Sean 
Bourke. the Irishman who helped 
a Soviet spy escape from a London 
jail in 1 966 and later wrote a book 
about the episode has died at the 
age of 47. 

British press reports said Mr. 
Bourke was found dead yesterday 
in the mobile home in the small 
coastal town of Kilkce. western 
Ireland, where he had been living 
for the past year. 

The cause of death was not 


known immediately. 

Mr. Bourke met Soviet spy 
George Blake in Wormwood 
Scrubs Prison while serving a 
seven-year sentence for sending a 
bomb ihrough the mails to a pol- 
iceman. 

After completing hisstence.he 
was accused by the British gov- 
ernment of engineering the escape 
of the spy, who Was serving a 
42-year prison term. Both men 
fled to Moscow. 


In the Soviet capital Mr. Bou- 
rke was a K.GB guest and lived in a 
fashionable apartment for IS 
months before returning to Ire- 
land unexpectedly in 1968. The 
Irish high coun rejected a bid to 
have him extradited to Britain in 
connection with Mr. Blake's esc- 
ape. 

He later wrote a book — The 
Springing of George Blake — dea- 
ling with the escape and his life in 
Moscow for whkh he received 


nearly £40,000 pounds. The book 
was translated into several lan- 
guages and made into a Film. 

At the time of his death. Mr. 
Bourke was working on another 
book dealing with the psy- 
chological aspects of long-term 
imprisonment. 

Mr. Bourke was not married but 
had a daughter by a British nurse 
he met in Dublin. Two of his five 
brother are civil servants in Bri- 
tain.

110 die in Algerian train crash... 


PARIS. Jan. 27 ( R) — A train crashed on the Algiers-Oran line 
early today, killing at least 1 10 people and injuring several hun- 
dred. the official Algerian news agency (APS) said. Prime Min- 
ister Mohammed Benahmad Abdelghani had gone to the scene of 
the crash to evaluate the situation and supervise rescue teams 
sifting through the wreckage. APS said. The train was derailed 
near the village of Beni-Hdouane, 1 1 0 kilometres west of Alg- 
iers. early this morning. Dozens of ambulances were ferrying the 
injured to hospitals in the nearby town of Miliana. Bleda and 
Medea. .APS said. The cause of the accident, the worst train cTash 
in Algeria since independence from France in iy62. is not yet 
known. President Chadli Bcndjedid had sent message of sym- 
pathy to the families of the victims. APS added.

NEW DELHI. Jan. 27 (R) — Sixty-six people were killed and a 
large number injured today when a Delhi-bound passenger exp- 
ress crashed head-on into a goods train in thick fog on the out- 
skirts of the northern city of Agra. The Press Trust of India 
reported from Agra that rescue workers had recovered 57 bodies. 
It said the drivers of both trains were reported safe. In the first 1 1 
months of last tear S3X people were killed in India in rail acc- 
idents. according to government figures. The worst was last June 
when a train plunged into a river in northern Bihar State killing at 
least 27l» people. 

Orly' explodes another Paris bomb 

PARIS. Jan. 27 < R ) — A bomb exploded in a bank in central Paris 
last night, causing damage to the building but no casualties, police 
said. The Armenian group •Orly" had claimed responsibility for 
the 3ttack. they added. Last week Orly said it had planted a bomb 
which caused considerable damage to Air France premises in 
West Paris. The group said it was campaigning for political pri- 
soner status for Armenian guerrillas awaiting trial for storming a 
Turkish consulate in Paris last September. 


Mrs. Presley pulls up husband’s agent 

SAN FRANCISCO. Jan. 27 (R) — Priscilla Presley, former wife 
of Elvis Presley, has alleged in a petition that the rock star’s 
manager. Col. Tom Parker, negotiated a record contract in which 
he received more money than the late singer. The petition alleged 
that Col. Parker failed to reveal all the details of Mr. Presley's 
contracts and owed the singer’s estate more than S5 million. The 
record contract was negotiated in March 1 973, the petition said 
without giving the amounts involved. "We are trying to discover 
these amounts from Col. Parker." said San Francisco lawyer 
Charles Breyer. Mrs. Presley is one of three co-executors of the 
Presley estate and the sole heir is the singer’s 14-year-old dau- 
ghter. Lisa Marie Presley. The petition alleged that Col. Parker 
was never licensed in California as a talent agent as required by 
state taw. Hollywood theatrical agents estimate that Mr, Presley 
earned more than 5200 million from 1955. when Col. Parker 
became his manager, until he died 22 years later. Col. Parker, who 
lives in Palm Springs, California, was not immediately available to 
comment on the petition. 


27 violent killings in Naples in 1982 

NAPLES, Jan. 27 (R) — Four men died violently here yesterday, 
bringing to 27 the number of killings in the Naples area this year, 
police said. Earlier, an unnamed man was found shot dead on the 
outskirts of the city and a caller to the daily D Mattino said he had 
been killed for membership of the Camorra or Mafia gang headed 
by imprisoned boss Raffaele Cutoto. During the morning the 
bullet-riddled and battered corpse of Pasquale Baiano, 32, who 
had been missing since Monday, was dumped on a road out of 
town. Police said he was believed to be involved in drug and 
extortion rackets. In Acerra. on the Bay of Naples, Armando di 
Gennaro. 27. wanted for gangland activities, was killed by gunfire 
and a companion was wounded as they drove through the main 
square. .And in the city itself. Sante Menna. 43, killed his brother 
Antonio. 49, with a volley of pistol shots after a family argument, 
police said. Last year 234 people died as result of city violence. 

Romanian exile escapes booby-trap bomb 

DUESSELDORF, Jan. 27 (R) — A Romanian exile escaped 
injury lastnighr when a booby-trap bomb exploded under his car 
in a Duesseldorf suburb, police said. The man, named only as 
Rudolf B.. aged 48. was driving his car from a parking space 
outside his home when the bomb detonated. Public Prosecutor 
Jochen Ruhland said. He managed to get out of his car before it 
burst into Dames touching off a second explosion which shattered 
windows nearby. Mr. Ruhland said he could not rule out a pol- 
itical motive for the attack, though the man had not been pol-. 
itically active since arriving in West Germany in 1958. The attack 
came only a week after three Yugoslav exiles, all ethnic Alb- 
anians. were shot dead at Heiibronn. in southern Germany. Police 
described that killing as almost certainly political. 

U.S. police move to crack ‘slave ring’ 

LOS ANGELES. Jan. 27 (R) — Police raided homes in the 
exclusive Beverly Hills area yesterday to crack what they alleged 
was a slave ring in which Indonesians were smuggled into the 
United States and sold as servants. Federal Bureau of Inv- 
estigations ( FBI) special agent Edgar Best told a news conference 
an 1 1 -month investigation had showed that at least 25 men and 
five women had been sold for between SI, 500 and $3,000 each. 
The Indonesians were forced to stay with their "owners" in Bev- 
erly Hills — sometimes known as millionaires' town because of its 
rows of mansions — and other parts of Los Angeles for two ye ars, 
Mr. Best said. He would not give details of the investigation, 
which he said was stfll going on. But an FBI spokesman said 12 
people were served with subpoenas to appear before a federal 
grand jury, which will hear evidence and decide whether charges 
should be brought. 

Sentencing postponed in Abscam scandal 

NEW YORK. Jan. 27 (R) — A judge has postponed sentencing of 
Sen. Harrison Williams for his role in the Abscam political cor- 
ruption scandal after he entered hospital for an emergency ope- 
ration. Sen. Williams could receive up to 15 years in jail. In the 
Abscam scheme undercover agents of the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation posed as representatives of a mythical Arab sheikh 
offering bribes to politicians for favours. A hospital spokesman 
.said the senator could be released from hospital later this week. 


"Unless we take immediate act- 
ion to arrest the disregard of moral 
values in public life, people's faith 
in our political system will be und- 
ermined. with consequences 
which are too frightening to con- 
template." President Reddy said 
in a nationwide broadcast. 

GirDal Jain, chief editor of the 
■Times of India newspaper, put it 
this way in a Republic Day article: 

“We are close to becoming ano- 
ther banana republic — a land wit- 
hout the law where life is brutish 
and short ... politicians as a class 
have become a byword for ven- 
ality. corruption and inc- 
ompetence.” 

Republic Day. the anniversary 
of India's constitution of Jan. 26. 
1950 was celebrated yesterday in 
New Delhi with a military parade 


that had as its chief guests a king 
and queen — Juan Carlos and 
Sofia of Spain. Elsewhere, state 
officials reviewed troops and 
home guards. 

S. Nihal Singh, chief editor of 
the Indian Express newspapers, 
said in an article on the ann- 
iversary of the republic that India 
is witnessing a collapse of political 
morality. 

“It is no longer a mere question 
of a parliamentary or presidential 
form of government meeting our 
needs best, but whether any sys- 
tem will lead to salvation, given 
the standards of corruption and 
chicanery our politicians have 
set," Mr. Singh wrote. 

The holiday was preceded by a 
crescendo of statements and art- 


icles voicing similar concerns. 

B.K. Nehru, former amb- 
assador to Washington, said in a 
widely-published December spe- 
ech that "corruption has spread to 
every part of the governmental 
apparatus. The record in office of 
no political party is better than of 
any other ... an uncomfortably 
large number of politicians and 
ministers are corrupt, corruption 
is universal in the lower ranks of 
the public services, it has affected 
the middle ranks as well and is 
now infecting the apex of our adm- 
inistrative structure ...” 

"Why have we degenerated in 
one single generation from being 
an honest society into a dishonest 
one?” asked Mr. Nehru, who is 
the uncle of Prime Minister Indira 
Gandhi.

(TK.P-ML) movement in n*. 
ent operations in Istanbul. 

Mr. Altinoglu was fust pfe. 
ked up in 1972 in connection 
with the killing of another 
left-winger whose di s . 
numbered body was found i n 3 
trunk. He was freed as pun of a 
general amnesty in 1 974. 

The officials said he rerurned 
to underground activity and 
established a number of left- 
wing cells in the southeast of 
Turkey in the late 1970s, wltn 
factional violence claimed tho- 
usands of lives. 

250 killed, thousands 
homeless in Peru floods 

LIMA, Jan. 27 ( Rl - The Per- 
uvian government yesterday 
flew food, clothing and med- 
icine to jungle towns where the 
worst floods for years have kil- 
led an estimated 25U people 
and made thousands homeless. 

Civil defence officials said 
air force relie 1 planes left for 
the Uchiza and* Tingo Maria 
districts. 650 kilometres nor- 
theast of Lima, which were 
devastated by torrents of 
water, mud and rocks. 

Dozens of homes were swept 
away when rivers buret their 
banks, while other dwellings 
were buried under landslides 
brought down by the summer 
rains. 

The officials said 200 people, 
were reported killed and 600 
families homeless in Uchiza. 
where a river broke through a 
dyke and thundered 50 kil- 
ometres down a valley. 

Army helicopters were try- 
ing to rescue survivors isolated 
on rocky outcrops or .stranded 
on rooftops.
